—The sixth Vanderbile cup race start- 
ed promptly at six o'clock this morn- 
ing under bright skies.

Order of Starting. 

The Vanderbilt cup entries were 
sent away first. These consisted of 
ears of 600 cubic piston displace 
ment and under. The entrants for 
the Wheatley Hills trophy for cars of 
displacement were scheduled to start 
their 15-lap journey of 189.6 miles an 
hour later. They were followed on 
the programme by the third detacn- 
ment, consisting of the competitors of 
the Massapaqua trophy, for cars of 
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placement, whose course was ten laps, 
or 126.4 miles.

Car No. 42, driven by T. Mercer, a 
Wheatley Hills competitor, ran into 
a telegraph pole at Meadow Brook 
bridge, injuring the mechanician 
probably fatally.

Social Purity €Onvention Opens in 
Winnipes—Rey. J. L. Gordon Wel. 
comes Delegrtes, Who Come from 
All Parts of Canada and U. 8. 


Winnipeg, Man,, Oct. 1.—The big 
social purity convention opened here 
this morning, and delegates are pres- 
ent from all parts of Canada and the 
United States, Included in the list of 
speakers are some of the most prom- 
inent workers for the improvement 
of social conditions, especially in 
cities. 

The visitors were welcomed by the 
Rev. J. L. Gordon, who paid particu- 
lar attention to the situation in Win- 
nipeég with regard to the elimination 
of Vice. He attacked Mayor Evans 
and Chief of Police McRae for their 
attitude towards the enforcement of 
the present law, He said that the of- 
ficial who acmitted his inability to 
enforce the law was unfit for his 
position. 


VIOLENT DEATHS IN U. S, 


Homicides, Suivides and Accidental 
Deaths Make Large Total. 


Washington, Sept. 30—In 1909 there 
were 2,854 homicides in that portion 
of the United States covered by death 
registry laws, and in the same area 
8,402 deaths due to suicide. The fig- 
ures are supplied by the census bur- 
eau’s annual report on Mortality and 
covered about 55 per cent. of the pop- 
ulation. There is an actual falling of 
149 in the number of homicides as 
compared with 1908, while there is a 
decrease in the rate of suicides com- 
pared with population, 

The report algo supplies an enumer- 
ation of accidental deaths for 1909 as 
follows: Raltlroad accidents, 6,659; 
drowning, 4,558; birns, 3,993; injur- 
jes at birth ,3,508; injuries by horse 
vehicles and horses, 2,152; street cars, 
1,723; automobiles, 632; accidents in 
mines and quarries, 1,997; inhalation 
of poisonous gases, 1,837; other acci- 
dental poisonings, 1,779; accidental 
gun shot wounds, 944; heat and sun 
stroke, 816; cold and freezing, 251; 
lightning, 160.

Explosion Followed by Fire 
Die Fiery, Furnace Few 
oO 


Los Angeles, Calif,, Sept. 30—The 
building occupied by the Times Pub- 
lishing company was destroyed by fire 
today and there is a heavy death list, 
estimated as high as twenty. The fire 
was preceded by an explosion and im- 
mediately the building was enveloped 
in flames. The old part is of three 
floors. Within a few seconds from 
the time of the explosion the entire 
building was a flery furnace. 

Men Fell Into Flames. 

Crowds that gathered early saw 
many men fall from the windows into 
the flames. Others leaped and were 
injured. The editorial rooms were on 
the third floor, but it is believed the 
wreater part of the men on this floor 
escaped death. Thos. P. Smith, an 
“ad” compositor, working on the sec- 
oond floor when the explosion occur- 
red, gives the following version:— 


“There were at least fifty men at 
work on my floor. I believe that 
half of this number may not have es- 
caped. I, with others, rushed to the 
street immediately and then saw the 
whole. building in flames.” 

Only Two Walls Standing. 

The entire building was in ruins at 
1.45 and but two walls were standing. 
The fire department now has the situ- 
ation well in hand and the flames will 
probably not spread further In addi-
